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Do You Know 
Your Social 
Sscurily Law?

Today I shall discuss disability 
in connection with old age and sur 
vivofs insurance. 
Disability first came into the 
social security insurance picture 
in 1954. I ntl! now, however, it 
was just a provision to protect 
the insurance rights of a worker 
who became totally disabled af­ 
ter a record of employment or 
self employment covered by the 
law. There was no provision to 
start paving benefits to him after 
he was determined 
to 
be dis­ 
abled 
for 
any 
further 
gainful 
work. 
The 1956 amendments to the so 
rial security law change this. Be 
j inning with July 1957. a disabled 
person, age 50 or over, may be eli­ 
gible to start getting monthly so­ 
cial 
security 
insurance 
benefit 
payments. It is no longer neces 
sary for a completely disabled per­ 
son to wait until he reaches age o5 
to have his retirement start, nor 
is 
it necessary 
for 
an 
insured 
woman worker to wait until she 
becomes 62. if she is disabled and 
has reached her 50th birthday. 
To 
meet 
the 
requirements of 
this new provision in the law, you 
must be so severely disabled that 
you are not able to engage in any 
substantial work If your disability 
is just a temporary condition-one 
that will not keep you out of woik 
prmanently, or for a long and in­ 
definite period of time— you are not 
eligible for benefit payments. 
Or if your disability is a kind 
which just makVs it necessary for 
you to slow down in work or work 
part time. you cannot qualify for 
monthly benefit payments. 
• • 
• 
HOWEVER, if your disability — 
either physical or mental—is lone 
continued, has lasted for at least 
six 
months, and 
there 
is 
little 
chance of recovery in the future, 
you may be eligible for monthly 
benefit 
payments. 
These 
pay­ 
ments, which can start at age SO. 
are the sam e as the amount of the 
old-age insurance b e n e f i t you 


would be entitled to if you were 65. 
Bear 
this 
in 
mind: 
the 
first 
month for vvhich 
cash 
disability 
payments can be made is J u I y 
1957. However, there will 
be 
no 
lienefit payments for your depend­ 
ents until you become entitled 
to 
old a e benefit payments at age 65 
(or. in the caw* of a woman get­ 
ting disability payments, at 
any 
time between age 62 and 65). Of 
course, receipt of disability bene­ 
fits will not effect the payment of 
benefits to any of your eligible de­ 
pendents in case you should die. 
The work requirements for dis­ 
ability insurance payments at age 
50. are: social security credit for 
5 years of work in the 10 years bo 
fore the established beginning date 
of your disability, and H i years of 
work in the 3 years before 
that 
date. 
Valve military service at any 
time after September 15, 
1940, 
and work in the railroad indus­ 
try after in: ii can count toward 
the work requirements for 
dis- 
abilitv insurance payments un- 
d r certain conditions. 
However, if you 
are 
receiving 
another Federal disability benefit 
or a Sta*e or Federal workmen s 
compensation 
benefit 
for 
any 
month, the amount of your disabil­ 
ity insurance benefit will 
be 
re­ 
duced by tim amount of the other 
benefit for that month. 
If you apply for disability insur­ 
ance benefits, you will be referred 
to a Slate vocational rehabilitation 
agency which will consider you for 
services which may help you re­ 
turn to gainful work Disability in­ 
surance payments will be withheld 
from you if 
you 
refuse 
without 
good cause to accept rehabilitation 
cervices that may be offered 
to 
you by your State agency.

IF YOE ARE now 
age 
50 
or 
over, have been in employment or 
self-employment covered by social 
security lr - : enough to meet the 
above-stated 
requirements, 
are, 
now disabled but have never ap­ 
plied for the “ di ability freeze" of 
jo u r earnings record, you should 
net in touch with your social se­ 
curity office right away. 
ff you have already had y o u r 
earnings record “ frozen.’’ there is 
no hurry about

It has taken two centuries of 
argument, 
strikes, 
occasional 
headthumpings and the growth of 
social responsibility to win pen­ 


sions in our machine age 
Yet 
now some corporations are de­ 
nounced as ’'heartless’’ because 
they retire employes at 65, 
You get a mental picture of 
thousands 
upon 
thousands 
of 
faithful old employes dying of 
heartbreak because they no long­ 
er have the joyous privilege of 
keeping their noses to the grind­ 
stone until they keel over dead. 
Somehow this picture doesn’t 
square with the facts of the sit­ 
uation as I run across them. 
The theory of retirement is like 
the practice of sex. It may be 
subject to certain justified criti­ 
cisms, 
but nothing 
will 
ever 
make 
it 
downright 
unpopular 
with the masses. 
Quitting at 65 a job held for 
many years is a sad blow to 
many men, and it is a major re­ 
adjustment in living for any man. 
But the biggest holler made by 
most codgers on “ R” Hor 
re­ 
tirement) Day isn't 
made 
be­ 
cause they yearn to go on end­ 
lessly 
laboring. 
Their 
r e a l 
squawk, often justified, is, ‘My 
pension check isn’t big enough for 
me to live the way I want to ” 
Most men in any period of his­ 


tory have been willing, if they 
could do so without starving, to 
quit paddling their own canoe at 
65 and float quietly along for the 
rest of their journey, enjoying the 
view 
Most men still are. A man who 
doesn’t have enough imagination 
or memories to live gracefully in 
retirem ent probably isn’t much 
of a fireball at his job either, and 
you can’t blame an employer for 
wanting to turn him out to past­ 
ure and replacing him with a 
younger man. 
Only a dull or basically selfish 
man is bored to actual death by 
retirement. If he’s still an eager 
beaver at 65 being pensioned at 
65 won t kill him. There are a 
thousand ways in which he can 
still make himself useful to the 
community and to himself. No 
man with an outgiving heart or 
hand has any reason to feel use 
less in this world, unless his real 
desire is to indulge in self-pity. 
Most of the men I know who 
retired—including a couple who 
practically cried with regret at 
the time—have found a new way 
of life and a greater freedom 
from worry.

NEW YORK UP) — Still costlier

chief factor and will remain so. 
The first major change in the 
money market since early October 
came this week when dealers in 
bankers’ acceptances raised their

year.

money conditions for the hike of

Bankers’

for financing exports and imports 
and domestic shipments of goods.

The National Safety Council 
reports that 6 of IO traffic deaths 
occur within 25 miles of the fatally 
injured person’s home. Is the su­ 
perhighway going to protect us 
just outside our driveways. And on 
the roads that lead to principal 
highways?

STATISTICS are boring — until 
we stop to think that each small 
mark in the records was once a liv­ 
ing person that roamed 
the 
na­ 
tion’s highways and byways. 
Of 
the 
nation’s 
38,000 
traffic 
deaths 
the 
largest 
number 
oc­ 
curred at night, when there is just 
one-third the traffic on the 
road 
that there is during daylight hours. 
More than 21,000 people were kill­ 
ed at night and more than 60 per 
cent of these 21,000 were killed in 
a particular type of accident—non- 
collision. 
The 
non-collision 
acci­ 
dent victims were in such a hurry 
to get there, they didn’t see that 
fatal curve, culvert or bridge ap­ 
proach. 
If we can eliminate this one type 
of 
accident—the night-time non­ 
collision accident — we can save 
one-third of ail the people killed in 


traffic accidents, and we can save 
them now. 
How can we prevent these ac­ 
cidents? First of all by slowing 
down when driving at night. You 
can see only aa. far as your head­ 
lights light the road. This means 
if you have the best reactions 
and the brightest lights, you can 
safely drive 
at 55 miles per 
j hour. H ie National Safety Coun­ 
cil recommends 50 m i l e s per 
hour for average conditions. 
Better 
marking 
of that 
fatal 
curve, culvert or bridge approach 
is another immediate step that can 
bt taken to save traffic victims. A 
striking example of the benefits of 
nighttime marking that saves lives 
occurred in Louisiana recently. In 
less than a month, six persons lost 
their lives at a 
bridge approach 
just outside Baton Rouge. T h e n 
highway engineers installed reflec­ 
tive guardrails and traffic deaths 
fell to less than one per year. 
Don’t wait., for the 
superhigh­ 
ways to save your life. Slow down 
now to enjoy the superhighways of 
tomorrow.
